He has been with the president on most 
things, but he has been opposed to him in his 
railroad rate plan and in most of his trust 
busting "’ program. 

The secretary of state therefore occuples 
a position where the political prominence he 
has acquired in the south must be taker as 
nothing more or less than a tribute to his in- 
tellectual capacity and statesmanship.

TANGIER, Sept. 18.—Advices received 
here from Fez confirm the report that Sultan 
Abdel-Aziz recently left the northern cap- 
ital for Rabat with an army of 5,000 men. 
While traversing the region inhabited by 
the Beni Hassem tribe he received numer- 
ous adhesions, bringing his total of troops 
up to 15,000, 

. The population of Rabat is divided into 
two camps in support of the rival sultans, 
and the governor of Mogador has issued a 
proclamation in favor of Sultan Mulai Hafig. 

Nevertheless, the Moroccan war minister, 
El Gabbas, expresses the opinion that the 
revolt will subside upon the arrival of Sul- 
tan Abdel-Aziz at Rabat. He considers that 
the decision of the holy Umas at Pez in favor 
of Abdel-Aziz will prove a determining fac- 
tor with the Mussulmans, as the sultan is 
regarded as thé commander of the faithful.

 Gurebility and beauty, Unless you have am- 


ple time, do not have them fitted at the shop, 
but at leteure draw them on as here recom- 
mended, and, if possible, wear them half an 
hour without closing the fingers.

UNIFORM CLASSIFICATION TO

Joint Committee Representing Three 
Territories Takes Step Toward Solu- 
tion of Difficult Problem. 


A long step forward in the simplification 
of the freight situation throughout the 
United States was taken yesterday at a 
meeting in the Central Freight association 
headquarters. The joint committee, com- 
posed of representatives from the three 
classification territories, decided on unifica- 
tion, and within thirty days a new com- 


solution of this problem. 

The difficulties arising from diversified 
classification have been many and varied. 
Only recently the interstate commerce com- 
mission suggested that since the different 
classification of freight in different parts 
of the country had been responsible for a 
large part of the friction between shipper 
and carrier # would be wise to adopt one 
that would apply generally. 

The task presented to this new commit- 
tee will be a difficult one. Roads operating 
east of the Mississippi river and north of 
the Ohio and Potomac use what is known 
ag the official classification; those south of 
the Ohio and Potomac and east of the Missis- 
sippi the southern classification, and those 
west of the Mississippi the western classi- 
fication: Not the least difficult proposition 
in this revision ie to find a basis that will 
be equitable to roads operating under dis- 

tances. In the east, where 

‘originates and hauls are com- 

ort, a lower rate can be main- 

tained than in the west, where traffic is 

sparse and the hauls are long. In view of 

this fact it is probable that a sliding scale 
will} have to be adopted.
